‘doing a hell of a fine job” in 
ammering potential Japanese in­ 
vasion bases north of Australia, 
nd he declared: 
“Everything is on the up and up 
developing Australia as a base 
or long-range operations.”

HELP PROTEC T FORESTS 
That story last week about a devastating fire on 
South Mountain near Gettysburg, when over 2,000 acres 
of timberland burned black emphasizes the extreme 
care that is needed by all persons entering the woods. 
to avert such a disaster in this vicinity. 
While incendiaries fire blamed for the above-men­ 
tioned fire, it is interesting to note that only two out 
of -very thousand forest tires in Pennsylvania are caused 
by lighting. 
Railroads, campers, brush burners, hunt­ 
ers, fishermen and transients cause practically all of the 
fires. 
I he numbered incendiary fires is not more than 
nine per cent of the total. 
Secretary G. Albert Stewart, of the Department of 
Forests and Waters, has made a direct appeal to the 
presidents cd all railroads operating in Pennsylvania, 
requesting them to have a thorough inspection made 
of their locomotives so that the throwing of sparks 
may be reduced to a minimum. 
He also called attention 
to the fact that rights-of-way should be cleared of all 
inflammable debris and that safety strips be constructed 
adjacent to the tracks, in such places as are in danger of 
fires. 
Secretary Stewart has made a similar appeal to 
sportsmen of Pennsylvania. 
Forests as well as fields 
are necessary for game. 
Fish life is best in streams 
running through forests untouched by fire. 
Warren 
county hunters and fishermen can best protect their 
interests by joining in the protection of forests from fire. 
Pennsylvania is facing a serious situation this spring 
as its protection organization is losing many men to 
the armed forces of the nation and to defense industries. 
Yesterday’s news from Gettysburg is a warning that the 
state may suffer the most disastrous forest fire experi­ 
enced in history unless every individual lends a helping 
hand.
